Morwell have a great attacking team and while | have 
confidence that our defence can contain them | am sure 
that our Canberra fans will get a glimpse of their 
brilliance tonight. | would also like to welcome their 
coach Harry Bingham whose predecessor, Bobby 
McLachlan is a close friend of mine and helped me 
immensely when | was in Brunei. Bobby is now the 
coach of the Brunei national team and we maintain close 
contact. 


This week | would like to talk about one of the greatest 
soccer legends and influential people | have ever had 
the fortune to meet, Liverpool Football Club legend, Bill 
Shankly. 


Most people associate success and the Liverpool 
Football Club as synonymous, but this was not always 
the case. Bill Shankly. “Shanks” was probably the 
greatest contributing factor in the emergence of 
Liverpool as a super club when he was signed as a 
manager from Huddersfield Town. 


As a player he was a hard, uncompromising Scottish 
midfielder who played the game to win. | remember a 
story about “Shanks” that epitomised his attitude and 
approach as a player. 


He was playing for Preston against Arsenal when he fell 
victim to a hard tackle and was carried from the field on 
a stretcher. As he was leaving the field Shanks told the 
Arsenal winger that he would get him back some day. 
The opportunity came for Shanks two years later when 
he again met the Arsenal winger. Midway through the 
half the winger was running down the field wnen Shanks 
tackled the player and put his studs into his chest. As the 
player was leaving the field on the stretcher he said 
“That was a terrible tackle Shanks”. Shanks replied “Aye, 
| know it was. | was aiming for your head”. 


Shanks lived for football and even to people who are not 
familiar with him or the game, they may be familiar with 
a quote that reflect his passion for the game. 


“Some people believe football is a matter of life and 
death. | am very disappointed with that attitude. | can 
assure you it is much, much more important than that.” 


Shanks had a story for every occasion and | remember 
him telling me of the signing of big Scottish defender 
Ron Yeats. Yeats asked Shankly where Liverpool was 
placed - to which Shankly replied, top of the Premier 
League. Yeats said “No you're not” and Shankly said 


“Aye, but with you son we soon will be”. Rumour 
has it that Shankly wasn’t far wrong. When the 
strapping Yeats first arrived in Liverpool, Shankly 
personally invited the local press to “come and 
walk round his new man mountain”. 


Unfortunately Shankly has since passed on, but 
he has left football with some quotes that give you 
an insight into the type of man he was and what 
he stood for. A few of them are listed below. 


Shankly after a hard fought 1-1 draw: “The best side 
drew.” 


“If you are first, you are first. If you are second you 
are nothing.” 


“If a player is not interfering with play or seeking to 
gain an advantage, then he should be.” 


“Of course | didn’t take by wife to see Rochdale as 
an anniversary present. it was her birthday. Would 
I have got married in the football season? Anyway, 
it was Rochdale reserves.” 


Bill Shankly to Alan Ball, who’d just signed for Everton: 
“Don’t worry, Alan. At least you will be able to play 
close to a great team.” 


Bill Shankly about the “This is Anfield” plaque at 
Liverpool's home ground: “It’s there to remind our 
lads who they're playing for, and to remind the 
opposition who they're playing against.” 


A scout told Shanks about a young player who he’d 
given a trial at Liverpool: “He has football in his blood’. 
The disappointed scout complained. “You may be 
right” Shanks said, “but it hasn’t reached his legs 
yet.”

The Morwell Falcons Soccer Club is a 
classic example of how sheer hard 
‘work and determination can lead a 
/community to national recognition, no 
matter what their size. Like Parma of 
Italy, Blackburn of England and La 
Coruna of Spain, Morwell - 
representing the Gippsland Area of 
Victoria - have shown that strength in 
the national sporting arena does not 
necessarily derive from a voluminous 
and rich population base. 


In 1961 the IASCO club was developed 
with the intention of representing the 
local Italian sporting fraternity in tne La 
Trobe Soccer League. In an attempt to 
gain a more cosmopolitan feel to the 
club, and in recognition of their then

With most national league clubs of this 
era averaging less than 2000 
spectators per game, and indeed 
several games being watched by a 
mere one or two hundred people, the 
Falcons considered the national league 
was not worthy enough to risk the 
expense involved in national 
representation. All too often have 
soccer clubs entered the national 
league in Australia underprepared, only

to soon fall from national league 
grace in financial tatters. The 
Falcons never rejected the idea of 
eventually playing in the national 
competition, but at this time they 
intelligently decided to press on 
with off-field commitments, 
concentrating on improving their 
home ground and social club. 


In the late 1980's the Falcons 
decided that they were now ready 
to enter the national fray. All that 
was needed was an opportunity to 
join. In securing their second state 
league title in 1989, Morwell were 
pitted against South Australian 
state league winners West 
Adelaide. The winner of this two- 
legged duel gained promotion to 
the national league’s first summer 
season. Morwell lost out 5-2 on 
aggregate. 


Morwell’s next opportunity arose 
after Melbourne club Preston was 
deemed not worthy of continuance 
in the national competition in 1992. 
The then recently tabled Bradley 
report had stressed that financial 
viability and off-field strength be a 
more relevant factor in determining 
whether a club deserved national 
league status. Morwell were 
accordingly thrust into the national 
league spotlight for the 1992/93 
season. Their first game was a 2-0 
victory against previous year’s 
runners-up UTS Olympic. After 
missing out on the 1993/94 finals 
series courtesy of a bizarre final 
minute refereeing decision, the 
Falcons contested the 1994/95 
finals. 


The high profile that Morwell 
Falcons has attained throughout 
the past twenty-five years would not 
have occurred without the influence 
of successful construction industry 
business person Don Di Fabrizio. In 
1969 Di Fabrizio assumed 
presidency of the club. In this first 
year as president his club had 
finished third in the local country 
league. By the end of his 
presidential term (1994) Di Fabrizio 
had transformed the modest local 
sporting club into a true national 
league power. Currently playing 
some wonderfully attractive and 
successful football, the power is set 
to continue throughout Ericsson 
Cup season 1995-96.
